Sir Sanford A Pathfinder 


The London Times continues a ser- 
jes of articles on representative Can- 
adians and d-votes a columa to Sir 
Sanford Fleming, whose mind, {t says 
is still vigorous and unclouded. 

When he went to Canada at elght- 
een years of age, he sailed on a sall- 
ing ship which took foriy days for 
the voyage, On landing at Quebeo 
he had but two or three pleces of 
gold. Tle has since been a counsellor 
to the country’s varlous governments, ! 
a pathfinder for the Government and 
devoted himself to problems of the 
Iimpire, but has seldom been involved 
in party conflicts, ‘To his mind there

Another great occasion has come 
to the Mormon world, When South- 
ern Alberta began to be populated 
with the people of this faith, and 
throughout all the years since, year- 
ly visits were made by many of the 
Mormon people to thelr home state, 
Utah.

Was a Brave Sailor. 

An interesting figure passed away 
recently in ‘Toronto with the death 
of Captain O. G. V. Spain, He was 
one of Canada’s few authorities on 
naval matters and coast defence, and 
had an active career as a sea fighter, 
As midshipman, he served on His 
Majesty's battleship ‘‘Minotaur”’ 
the Egyptian War in 1882, and first 
| scented the smoke of battle. For brav- 

ery in this war, he was awarded the 

Khedive’s bronze star. In 1884-5 

two years tater, as Lieut, Spain, he 

served on the “Dolphin” during oper- 
ations at Suakim in the East Soudan, 
and was again recognized for Lravery 
in connection with a long-drawn-out 
defence of the army's water supply. 
When he retired from the British 
navy, Captain Spain was made com- 
mander of the Canadian armed cruigz- 
ipg fleet,, of eleven ships, guarding 
the fisheries ov the Canadian coasts, 
In 1893, he was made Commission- 
er of Dominion Police. In 19064, he 
was appointed wreck commissioner 
for Canada, and a nautical member of 
the lighttiouse board. In 1905, he 
was mado commander of Canada’s 
marine service,
